Claims 1, 21, 34 and 35 were amended. 
Claims 1-40 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding the independent claims, the prior art taken individually or in combination fails 
to disclose a computer-implemented method and apparatus that records the geographical location 
along with time in which the gambling transaction occurs at the geographical location by a user 
interacting with the electronic gambling fecility via a remote terminal (as described in applicant's 
specification page 13, line 26 to page 14, line 6). 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 
enabled by the specification are also allowed.
